NEW YORK. 


N e w Y o r k , N ov. 2?.—1The Grand 
Jury lias found indictments against u 
number of inspectors of election forvi- 
olation of election laws, and against 
other citizens whose proceedings on 
election day have been the subject of 
much comment. 
E. P. Biderman & Co. have institut­ 
ed su't against Daniel Drew, Eugene 
N. Robinson, and 8. H. Allen, charg­ 
ing them with fraud and misrepre­ 
sentation in regard to large transac­ 
tions in certain stocks. It is alleged 
that Robinson was used by Drew to 
saddle stock on Biderman & Co., after 
Drew had agreed not to sell any of his 
stock, but would buy more. 
The dif­ 
ference in dispute amounts to $1,000,­ 
000.

A challenge lins been issued by the 
Irish National Rifle Association for a 
shooting match with representative 
Americans, to take place in the fall of 
1874. The Association sent a team to 
Wimbledon, which defeated the Eng­ 
lish and Scotch champions. 
Mrs. Moriarty and a colored man 
quarrelled to-day over the payment 
lor a job of sawing wood, when the 
man drew a pistol and shot her dead.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


L o n d o n , N o v. 22.—Dispatches from 
Madrid agree in representing the in­ 
terviews between Minister Sickles and 
the Spanish authorities as of a stormy 
character. 
Sickles barely escaped 
mobbing by the erowd which gathered 
in front of his residence. In conse­ 
quence of these demonstrations he de­ 
termined to leave Madrid, but the 
Government having dispersed the 
mob, and since maintained peace, he 
resolved to remain. 


FIGHT IT OUT. 


The fair delusion of the Los Angeles 
H e r a l d , that by dignity and courtesy 
it might escape those bloodless but 
terrible newspaper wars that are the 
delight of our live journals, lias been 
rudely dispelled, and the H e r a l d dis­ 
covers that it cannot have opinions, 
and express them, without running 
slap against the opinions of some other 
newspaper; that what it considers 
courtesy may not be so considered by 
somebody else; and that facts, as it 
looks at them, may appear like false­ 
hoods seen through other eyes, and 
“war is inevitable.” 
By giving its opinions of the Fair, 
which we more than half suspect to 
be correct, it puts a personal affront 
upon the Star, which proceeds imme­ 
diately to resent it. The H e r a l d says 
that the Fair was not a success, had 
done no credit to Los Angeles and its 
resources, and had degenerated into a 
series of races. 
The Star, which was 
“uncommonly interested” in the Fair, 
resents that account of it in a long 
editorial article of more than two col­ 
umns. 
We have not seen so much 
editorial ivo|jt on the Star for a long 
time, and we are glad to see it roused, 
and shan’t be sorry if the H e r a l d 
has to fight, like the rest of us.—[San­ 
ta Barbara Press. 


THE DIFFERENCE. 


Contrasting the two different codes 
of morals which “society” practically 
provides for men and women, Mary 
Clemmer Ames very sensibly observes:

It is expected of him that 
he will grow to be a respectable mar, 
some day, but before that event, 
through the law of his nature, he 
must necessarily be very wicked.

To 
his wife he is to bring no virginity of 
heart, no purity of person, no record 
of a staintless past.

the faces of his daughters, who believe 
him to be scarcely lower than the 
angels, with a secret remorse which 
cannot be measured, as memory forces 
it upon his thought what lie has been 
—perhaps wbat he is. 
With what 
shame ho is conscious that if they 
knew his secret history, he would stand 
transformed before their eyes! ”

The DAILY HERALD has 
nearly D O U B L E the Circu­ 
lation of either contempo­ 
rary paper published in Los 
Angeles. As an advertising 
medium It is consequently of 
DOUBLE their value. 


T h e Constitutional Convention of 
Pennsylvania closed Its session on the 
3d Inst., and an election will be held 
on the 13th proximo, to vote for or 
against Its adoption. 
A number of radical changes in the 
direction of reforms, have been incor­ 
porated in the new Constitution fbr the 
Keystone State. One provision in­ 
tended to restore popular elections to 
their former purity is that the officers 
of elections shall number the ballots 
as they are received and placed in the 
ballot box, and the same number 
which is placed on the ballot must be 
recorded opposite the name of the per­ 
son voting the same. Electors may, if 
they choose, also write or have their 
names written on the back of their 
ballots. Another provision is that 
any candidate who may be guilty of 
any fraud on the election law, shall be 
forever disqualified from holding any 
office of trust or profit. 
Another conservative provision con­ 
cerning legislation, requires that a 
bill shall be read on three different 
days before its final passage, and the 
vote upon its passage must be taken by 
yeas and nays, to be entered on the 
journal; and to pass a bill, a majority 
of all the members of the House not of 
a quorum must vote in the affirma­ 
tive. 
Provision is also made to limit and 
in a a good measure prevent special 
legislation. The judicial officers are 
to be elected, but the term of office has 
been generally lengthened. The Su­ 
preme Court Judges’ term being twen­ 
ty-one, instead of fifteen years, as at 
present. 
The October election has been trans­ 
ferred to November, and in the years 
of Presidential elections, takes place 
on the same day. 
The pardoning power has been 
placed in a Board of Pardons, the 
board to be composed of the Governor 
and four State officers. 
It (the H era ld) has been treated 
with decided partiality by the citizens 
of Los Angeles, who were deceived by 
its size, neat typographical appear­ 
ance, and preteutious but sometimes 
valueless telegrams.—[World. 
Inasmuch as the H e r a l d telegrams 
contain all that the World publishes, 
verbatim, and a large number of 
words in addition, this may be consid­ 
ered a compliment to the journal; but 
we are inclined to doubt it. 
The H era ld’s cue was really to 
have caught itself metaphorically by 
the slack of its breeches and to thus 
have lifted itself over any such 
obstacle as truth.—[World. 
It is pleasant to find an editor fol­ 
lowing his own advice, and in so close 
connection. The article from which 
the above is tak^n is a startling ex­ 
ample. 
Iow a went Republican by a ma­ 
jority reduced from 35,000 to 21,000. 
Vale, the Farmers’ candidate for Gov­ 
ernor, carried his own Congressional 
District, wherein the Republicans had 
a majority of 2,000 last year. He will 
be sept to Congress in place of Mc­ 
Crary next fall. 
M innesota elected the Independent 
Farmers’ candidate for State Treasurer, 
and probably the Farmers’ candidate 
for Secretary of State. Ten Inde­ 
pendents against ten Republicans are 
elected to the Senate.

The State of California is very wisely 
making an effort to encourage immi­ 
gration, and much, no doubt, will be 
accomplished by scattering abroad 
correct information in regard to our 
fine climate and great agricultural re­ 
sources. Two great obstacles that 
stand in the way of our rapid settle­ 
ment are the expense of getting here, 
and the high price of farming lands. 
For twenty-five dollars the immigrant 
can get from Burlington, Iowa, to the 
cheap railroad lands, and free govern­ 
ment homesteads of Kansas and Ne­ 
braska. First class fare from Burling­ 
ton to Los Angeles is about one hun­ 
dred and fifty dollars, while the immi­ 
grant rate is seventy dollars, and the 
transportation furnished of too rough 
a character to be tolerated by any one 
accustomed to the comforts of life. If 
the railroad companies could be in­ 
duced ta provide cars in which a fam­ 
ily and tneif household goods could be 
transported to the Pacific coast, and to 
furnish these cars at a price within the 
reach of people of moderate means, a 
great step would be gained toward se­ 
curing a satisfactory influx of popu­ 
lation.
